1. KOREA 

CLEVELAND PLAIN DEALER'S ZIMMERMAN (WSTAR ERONT-PG, 

5/24) REPORTS RECENT NEW EVIDENCE LINKING SOME 10 
SITTING HOUSE MEMBERS W/ACCEPTING CASH PAYMENTS FROM 
KIM DONG JO WAS OBTAINED BY NSA THRU INTERCEPTION/DECODING 
DIPLO CABLES EROM SEOUL TO KOREAN EMB IN WASHINGTON. 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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INTELL COMMUNITY SOURCES HAVE REPORTEDLY REVEALED 
THAT PRIMARILY ON BASIS OF NSA INTERCEPTS, JAWORSKI 
INSISTING KIM BE FORCED RETURN US/TESTIFY BEFORE 
CONGRESS. JAWORSKI REEUSED COMMENT ON REPORT. 

IN UNANIMOUS VOTE 5/24, HIRC APPROVED RESOLUTION 
WARNING SK THAT IT FACES LOSS NON-MILITARY US AID 
UNLESS CONGRESS ALLOWED QUESTION KIM DONG JO. CMTE 
AGREED MODIFY LANGUAGE IN ORIGINAL PROPOSED RESOLUTION, 
WHICH WOULD HAVE THREATENED CUT OFF FINANCIAL AID 
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ALTOGETHER. JAWORSKI REPORTEDLY DISSATISFIED W/COMPROMISE, 
BUT HIS DEPUTY, PETER WHITE, SAID RESOLUTION ADEQUATE 
TO "SEND THE MESSAGE." HOUSE LEADERSHIP PLANS BRING 
RESOLUTION TO FLOOR VOTE, POSSIBLY EARLY AS 6/5. 

KOREAN EMB SPOKESMAN REFUSED COMMENT ON PANEL'S ACTION. 
AT DOS, SPOKESMAN RESTON REPEATED OPPOSITION TO 
COERCING KIM TESTIFY/EXPRESSED REGRET CMTE PASSED 
RESOLUTION. IN ADDITION, OTHER DIPLO OFFICIALS SAID 
SK NOW VIEWS ISSUE AS TEST OF WILL-GIVING IN TO 
DEMAND, IT IS FELT, WILL MAKE OTHER NATIONS LABEL 
KOREANS "PUPPETS" OF US (BABCOCK, WP; AP S ADAMS, 

PHINQ; REUTER'S DE SILVA, 5/24; LEWTHWAITE, SUN). 

IN APPROVING 38-BIL-DOL DEFENS BUDGET 5/24, HOUSE 
ALSO BLOCKED PROVISION IN BILL THAT WOULD HAVE PROHIBITED 
TROOP W/DRAWAL FROM SK. MEASURE STRICKEN ON GROUNDS 
IT WAS NOT GERMANE/SHOULD HAVE BEEN PASSED UPON BY 
HIRC (AYRES, NYT). 

BRZEZINSKI VISITED US-SK INTEGRATED ARMY CORPS NORTH 
OF SEOUL 5/24, INCL FRONT LINE DIVISIONS NEAR NK 
BORDER. NO TOPICS FOR BRZEZINSKI'S TALKS W/SKOREAN 
LEADERS RELEASED, THO EON MINISTRY OFFICIAL SAID 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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"WOULD BE SAFE TO ASSUME" KOREANS WISH HEAR WHAT HE 
DISCUSSED IN PEKING/HIS OPINIONS ON WAYS SETTLE 
"KOREAN QUESTION." MINISTRY SPOKESMAN SAID USG SUGGESTED 
SK STUDY YUGOSLAV PROPOSAL FOR TRIPARTITE TALKS. 

NOTED ROKG COULD POSITIVELY CONSIDER PROPOSAL, PROVIDED

CUSSED JOINT ECON PROPOSALS/RECOMMENDED FURTHER 
CONSIDERATION BE GIVEN JOINT FISHING VENTURES (JOC 
AUCKLAND). 

3. JAPAN 

JAPAN SIGNED LONG-TERM CONTRACT W/UK IN LONDON 5/24 
FOR TRANSPORT/REPROCESSING SPENT NUKE FUEL FROM 1982- 
1990. UNDER CONTRACT, TOTAL 1,600 TONS SPENT NUKE 
FUEL WILL BE DELIVERED TO UK FOR REPROCESSING OVER 8 
YRS AT COST 1.02 BIL DOES. JAPANESE REPORTEDLY WILL 
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CARRY ON ENDEAVOR GAIN US APPROVAL FOR DEAL BEFORE 
CONTRACT TAKES EFEECT (OEUSA, NYT TOKYO; WSJ LONDON). 

JOC'S CULLISON (TOKYO) REPORTS PRELIM RESEARCH INTO 
CONSTRUCTION GEOTHERMAL ELECTRIC POWER STATIONS IN 
JAPAN HAS BEEN LAUNCHED BY INDUSTRIAL SCIENCE/TECHNOLOGY 
AGENCY. 

IN SEPARATE REPORT, CULLISON NOTES BANK OE JAPAN HAS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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RAISED CEILING ON FON CURRENCY IMPORTS WHICH MAY BE 
TRANSFERRED INTO YEN. BANK AUTHORITIES WOULD GIVE NO 
FIGURES. 

4. CHINA 

PRC-SOVIET NEGOTIATORS MET IN PEKING TUES FOR ANOTHER 
ROUND OF BORDER TALKS, ACCORDING "INFORMED SOURCES"(REUTER 
PEKING 5/24). 

PRC HEALTH MINISTRY SOURCES SAID 5/25 THAT CHINA NOW HAS 
500,000 QUALIFIED DOCTORS TRAINED IN WESTERN-STYLE 
MEDICINE/ABOUT 200,000 DOCTORS TRAINED IN TRADITIONAL 
CHINESE MEDICAL TECHNIQUES. SAID AIM IS ONE DOCTOR FOR 
EVERY 1,000 PEOPLE IN COUNTRY. NEXT MONTH, PRC WILL HOLD 
NATL MEDICAL CONE, LATEST IN SERIES OF NATIONWIDE MTGS 
IN VARIOUS FIELDS TO PLAN FOR COUNTRY'S DEVELOPMENT, 

SOURCES ADDED-CONE WILL BE 1ST OF ITS KIND SINCE START 
OF GPCR (REUTER PEKING). 

5. CHINA/VIETNAM

OBERDORFER (WP) CITES E GERMAN NEWS AGENCY REPORT THAT
